ed States in six months. 
Rusk asked the House For­ 
eign Affairs Committee to ap­ 
prove a $415-mlllion increase in 
foreign aid funds for the cur­ 
rent year, of which $275 million 
would go to South Viet Nam. 
The funds are needed mainly 
to ease the war strain on South 
Viet Nam's economy, he said, 
and to head off a threat of In­ 
flation. 
Concern over the way aid is 
being used in South Viet Nam 
also was expressed by Rep. 
Clement J. Zablocki, D-Wls. 
Zabiocki said there were indi­

Nam government leaders had 
left office "up to their armpits 
in gold."

and evaluating those factors." 
Nevertheless 
the President, 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and other administration lead­ 
ers gave the impression to con­ 
gressional leaders at a White 
House conference Tuesday that 
they see no alternative, in view 
of military considerations, ex­ 
cept to renew the bombing. The 
question of exact timing is con­ 
sidered open but military and 
diplomatic authorities think a 
presidential order is likely in a 
matter 
of days rather than 
weeks. 
The White House session with 
20 leaders of Congress included 
some who have outspokenly op­ 
posed resumption of the bomb­ 
ing. 
Part of Tuesday's 2V2-hour 
session was devoted to a pres­ 
entation of evidence from aerial 
reconnaissance and reports of 
refugees. 
These reports indicated that 
Hanoi has used the 34-day pause 
in the bombings to rebuild roads 
and bridges and increase the 
flow of supplies — and perhaps 
armed troops — to Viet Cong 
guerrillas in South Viet Nam.

Senate Widely Divided on North Viet Nam Bombing 


EDITOR'S NOTE — As Capi­ 
tol Hill keeps a sharp eye on 
developments in the Viet Nam 
situation, a prime issue is 
whether the bombing of North 
Viet Nam targets should be re­ 
sumed. An Associated Press 
survey shows there is a wide 
division in the Senate on the 
bombing question. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate is widely divided on the

Of 50 senators willing to take 
a position in an Associated 
Press survey, 25 said they are 
against renewing air strikes at 
this point. Twenty-five said they ( 
favor resumption of bombing, 
most of them contending such 
action is inevitable. 
If the bombings are revived, 
however, only 18 think they 
should be expanded to include 
industrial and military targets 
in the areas of Hanoi, the North 
Vietnamese capital, and Hai­ 
phong, its chief port. 
Senatorial reluctance to take 
side on the bombing issue was 
emphasized by the refusal of 39 
members to commit themselves 


on a decision they said is Presi­ 
dent Johnson's sole responsi­ 
bility.

ANOTHER BRAWL 
Strategy of both sides in the renewed battle 
over a proposal to repeal Section 14B of the Taft- 
Hartley law -- the “ right-to-work” section — is 
beginning to unfold as Congress works its way 
past the preliminaries of its new session. 
The Johnson administration, under sharp prod­ 
ding by big labor, is pushing the repeal move 
and its strategy appears to be to strike early and 
wear down the opposition. The opposition, under 
the leadership of Senator Everett McKinley Dirk- 
sen, Republican leader in the upper house, will 
again mount a filibuster, as it did in the 1965 
session. 
At this point, the outcome is, of course, still in 
doubt with the edge, if any, appearing to be on 
the side of the Dirksen forces. 
The Taft-Hartley provision which is the center 
of the controversy permits states to ban con­ 
tracts that make union membership a condition 
of employment. Nineteen states have such laws. 
Others are considering them. This is a painful 
thorn in the side of big labor, which has given 
repeal of the section top priority in its legisla­ 
tive program for 1966. 
Last year, the proposal got past the House and 
into the Senate. There, during the closing hours of 
the session, Senator Dirksen’s filibuster stopped 
it cold. But proponents of the measure continued 
to beat the drums for it, even before the new 
session opened. 
When the President came before Congress to 
deliver his State of the Union message, he again 
asked that the repealer be pushed through. Sen­ 
ate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield promptly 
unveiled administration strategy when the Senate 
Democratic Policy Committee announced that 
debate on the proposal w'ould start the week of 
Jan. 24. 
Senator Dirksen and his colleagues had hoped, 
of course, that more pressing issues—the war in 
Viet Nam, for one—would again delay debate 
on the repealer until the end of the session, w'hen 
a filibuster would have more effect. Neverthe­ 
less, the senator picked up the challenge and 
promised another filibuster against any pre­ 
liminary motion to take up the bill. 
Observers generally feel that President John­ 
son could muster enough votes to get the bill 
through the Senate. But the same observers doubt 
that he can round up enough backers in the Senate 
to shut off a filibuster. In 1965, a cloture move 
failed by 17 votes. It is doubtful that it would do 
any better this year. 
Also, Mansfield’s move for an early debate on 
the proposal may put an extra weapon in Dirk­ 
sen’s hands—the backlash from the costly transit 
strike in New York City. The arrogance of Mike 
Quill and his boys in that sorry mess is not in­ 
clined to endear him or the labor movement gen­ 
erally to many congressmen. 
There has been talk that Dirksen might make a 
trade: that he would let the repealer come to a 
vote in exchange for labor support of his consti­ 
tutional amendment to upset the Supreme Court’s 
one man, one vote ruling. This seems unlikely— 
especially in view of AFL-CIO President George 
Meany’s statement that such a deal would be 
“ cynical” and that “ the Senate minority leader 
and all his anti-labor stooges can filibuster until 
hell freezes over before I will agree to sell the 
people short for that kind of a deal.” 
The fight will be interesting to watch. We hope 
its outcome is the same as in 1965—death of 
the proposal to repeal the section.

STATE OF THE ECONOMY 
If the stock market needs another stimulus 
for advance — and stocks already may be 
overinflated — it is likely to find one when 
President Johnson on Thursday, Jan. 27, sends 


Congress his annual fcconomic Report to Con­ 
gress. Virtually every economic indicator points 
to still greater prosperity in 1966. In fact, the 
President may find it prudent to strike a 
note of restraint to allay fears of overheating. 
A year ago the President’s Economic Mes­ 
sage projected an “ uninterrupted and vigorous 
expansion” of the American economy in 1965. 
The forecast was right on the button in these 
general terms, but vastly understated the pro­ 
jection of the gross national product. GNP at 
the end of 1965 was supposed to reach $660 
billion, but the actual year-end GNP hit $675 
billion. 
Unlike the State of the Union Message, the 
President’s Economic Report is a statutory 
rather than a constitutional responsibility. The 
Employment Act of 1946 requires the Presi­ 
dent to transmit to Congress at the beginning 
of each regular session an Economic Report. 
The message is to show (a) current levels of 
employment, production, and purchasing power; 
(b) levels needed to effectuate maximum em­ 
ployment, production, and purchasing powder; 
(3) current and foreseeable economic trends; 
and (d) a program for carrying out the economic 
policy declared by the Congress. 
This year’s message could sound a bit de­ 
fensive wrhen it talks about “ purchasingpower.” 
An inflation that has been creeping for a 
decade picked up speed last year and threatens to 
break into a trot in 1966. Republicans are 
making capital of the fact that, based on a 
1955 dollar at IOO cents, the cost-of-living 
dollar now’ is worth only 85 cents. Inflation 
is hardest on pensioners and others who must 
live on fixed incomes. But the hourly earnings 
of the typical factory worker jumped more 
than 40 per cent in the 10-year period 1955- 
1965. For most wage earners and debtors a 
little inflation is a welcome thing. 
★ * ★

Its people have a passion 
for education. They talk about it. They think 
about it. They do something about it. 
As a result the city has fine schools. The 
people are interested in their welfare. They 
are anxious for them to have high standards 
and to improve. 
What RCA discovered is an acknowledgement 
of what Memphis citizens already knew. 
The example of Memphis’ success in attract­ 
ing the big RCA plant should not be lost on 
Sikeston or other Bootheel cities aspiring to 
develop industrially. 
Sikeston people cannot afford to become com­ 
placent about education and their school sys­ 
tem. 
In this connection the thought and effort being 
devoted to establishing a junior coUege in the 
area appears to be a step in the right direction. 
This shouldn’t be undertaken with the idea that 
it will attract an industry or industries. The 
value to area residents is the first considera­ 
tion but it also should be a factor in keeping 
and attracting citizens to the area and become 
another positive factor in keeping industry and 
attracting new’ industrial, business and profes­ 
sional enterprises.

COST-EFFECTIVE NESS IN 
VIETNAM 
“ Cost-effectiveness” 
ratios 
have consistently been cited by 
Defense Secretary McNamara 
in support of his m ilitary pro­ 
curement policies. It seems ap­ 
propriate, therefore, to use a 
sim ilar standard of m easure­ 
ment for the policies which he 
and other civilian adm inistra­ 
tors have been dictating on the 
employment 
of our military 
forces in Vietnam. 
It is not proper to calculate 
the cost of combat in term s of 
dollars. But it is entirely valid 
to calculate it in term s of men 
and combat equipment risked or 
lost in comparison to the pos­ 
sible 
and actual damage in­ 
flicted upon the enemy. Thus 
the recent, highly -publicized B- 
52 raid on a supposedly large 
concentration 
of Viet Cong 
troops stands in marked con­ 
trast - from the cost-effec­ 
tiveness standpoint - to a Viet 
Cong bombing raid at about the 
same time against 
a much 
sm aller assembly of American 
and 
South Vietnamese per­ 
sonnel. 
Out of the welter of govern­ 
ment press handouts, official 
statem ents, 
interpretive re ­ 
ports and a few dispatches from 
reports at the scene, the fact 
has 
now emerged that there 
were 
few 
if 
any 
enemy 
casualties as result of our m as­ 
sive bomber assault, and very 
little damage to their installa­ 
tions 
Two of those hard-to- 
replace B-52's were lost in the 
process, as well as a consid­ 


erable amount of “ face.” 
Meanwhile, just one enemy 
“ bomber,” 
who 
p r o b a b l y 
reached his target on foot or 
by bicycle, killed one person 
and wounded 20, including 3 U.S. 
servicemen 
by tossing one 
small bomb into a barroom. As 
for the psychological impact, 
which 
U. S. officials 
later 
claimed as the great accom­ 
plishment of the B-52 fiasco, 
which of those two bombing 
raids would impress you the 
most if you were a soldier in 
Vietnam? 
According to the 18th-Century 
authority on war, Gen. Karl von 
Clausewitz, it is sometimes 
possible to achieve success in 
war without actual defeat of the 
enemy’s forces. And that is what 
our grey-flannel field m arshals 
in Washington claim they are 
trying to do in Vietnam, 
However, 
the way to accom­ 
plish that, according to von 
Clausewitz, is to compel the 
enemy to waste his forces and 
energies while we 
generally 
conserve our own. It appears at 
the 
moment 
that Communist 
strategists are applying that 
common sense principle far 
better than are Mr. McNamara 
and his computers.

STIRRINGS OF AN OLD 
ENEMY 
Dr. Albert Sabin, whose oral 
vaccine 
helped to plummet 
polio from 30,000 cases in 1955 
to less than IOO in the first ll 
months of 1965, warns that we 
may not have heard the last of 
the disease. 
“ We are building up a pool of 
unprotected children who will 
soon be able to re-establish 
the chain of transmission of 
the disease,” he says. 
The chairman of the American 
Medical Association’s Commit­ 
tee on Environment and Pub­ 
lic Health concurs. 
“ Data available to the com­ 
m ittee,” says Dr. Jam es H. 
Sterner, “ shows that there now 
exist areas in which the level 
of immunity is so low that the 
possibility of an epidemic is 
a very real one.” 
The reason is easy to diagnose. 
It is simply that the medical 
profession and the public alike 
have become complacent about 
the once-dreaded scourge now 
that it has reached the vanish­ 
ing point. 
It happened before, in the case 
of venereal disease. At the end 
of World War II, antibiotics 
and intensive campaigns had 
all but knocked out VD. 
Then, on the point of victory, 
came complacency and the fight 
against 
VD 
was virtually 
dropped. Today this disease is 
back in force and ranks as one 
of the nation’s major public 
health problems. 
So far, fortunately, there has 
been no sim ilar resurgence of 
polio. Whether or not there 
will be one is the responsibility 
not only of doctors and public 
health officials but those par­ 
ents 
who have not taken the 
trouble to see that their chil­ 
dren have received the simple, 
permanent and inexpensive de­ 
fense against pol lo that men I ike 
Dr. Sabin devoted their talents 
and toils to discovering.

WASHINGTON - The secret 
correspondence between Sen. 
Tom Dodd, D-Conn., and Gen. 
Julius 
Klein, 
the registered 
German agent, goes to the heart 
of why the foreign agents regis­ 
tration act was passed. 


Congress passed the law aft. 
er Drew Pearson reported that 
the late Sen. Ernest Lundeen, 
Republican of Minnesota, hac 
delivered a speech June 19, 
1940, on the senate floor ghost­ 
written for him by George Syl­ 
vester Viereck, a paid propa. 
gandist for Germany. Pearson 
pointed out in 1940 that speeches 
on the senate floor were sup­ 
posed "to represent the views 
of a senator, or his state, not 
those of a foreign country. 
Following 
some crusading 
revelations on Nazi propaganda 
by Rep. John McCormack, D- 
Mass., now speaker, Congress 
passed the foreign agents regis­ 
tration act. This required for­ 
eign propagandists and agents 
to register so their identity 
could be known to the public. 
There was nothing illegal about 
being an agent. The emphasis 
was on publicity, as some fed­ 
eral 
judges, 
among 
them 
learned Judge Alexander Holt- 
zoff, have failed to realize. 
An American’s acceptance of 
money from foreign govern­ 
ments 
makes 
him a public 
figure. 
The fact that Sen. Dodd has 
more 
recently 
delivered 
speeches on the senate 
floor 
written for him by another paid 
German agent would appear to 
be getting around the intent of 
the foreign agents registration 
act. 
It’s significant, 
therefore, 
that when Sen. William Fill- 
bright, D-Ark., chairman 
of 
the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee of which Dodd is a 
member, started his probe of 
foreign agents, Dodd got ex­ 
tremely nervous. He spent many 
a weekend in Klein’s suite at 
New York City’s fashionable 
Essex House. While the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
was 
investigating 
Klein’s 
lobbying operations. 
Despite 
this hospitality, Dodd got so 
nervous when committee in­ 
vestigators discovered 
that 


Klein had asked him to sponsor 
a resolution supporting German 
reunification that he rushed a 
letter to Chairman Fulbright. 
“ General Klein’s letter was 
never answered, and the resolu­ 
tion referred to was not intro­ 
duced by me,” wrote Dodd on 
October 9, 1963. “ I think 
it 
appropriate 
that my reply to 
you be made a part of 
the 
official record.” 
KLEIN SPUTTERS 
It took several weeks 
for 
Klein to discover how coldly 
he had been treated by 
his 
friend. Sputtering with rage, 
he dictated a letter to Dodd on 
November 29. 
“ My 
Dear Tom,” Klein be­ 
gan. “ I am now looking through 
the printed report of the Ful­ 
bright 
hearing, and 
nothing 
shocked me more than 
your 
letter of Oct. 9. 
“ While I will not object to 
your taking this position as 
far as the subject of the resolu­ 
tion is concerned, even though 
it is not based on facts, you 
and I had discussions about it 
and corresponded about it. . . 
“ Now there is one thing 
I 
object to in your letter to Sena­ 
tor Fulbright and that is your 
last line: ’I think it appropriate 
that my reply to you be made 
a part of the official record.* 
You did not even add a few 
rem arks about our personal 
friendship so that there should 
be no reflection on me. . . 
“ No one knows better 
than 
you my activities in Washing­ 
ton. 
“ I asked you to be present 
at the executive session (of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee). You promised me the 
night before that you would at­ 
tend ~ but you were not there. 
I wired you to be present at 
the public hearings — you were 
not there either. 
“ What are you afraid of? Do 
you consider friendship a one­ 
way street? All I can say is I 
am ashamed of you. With this, 
Tom, I close the chapter for 
good.” 
DODD REPENTS 
At this Dodd repented. 
“ I am nowand have been deep­ 
ly distressed about my letter 
to Fulbright,” he apologized 
on December 9. “ No one thinks 


more highly of you ^jhan I do, 
and 
no 
one believes 
more 
strongly in you than I.” 
Dodd claimed the offending 
letter had been written 
by an 
aide. Chastened 
by Klein’s 
wrath, he sent 
Fulbright an 
addendum 
attesting: “ I have 
known General Klein for many 
years, and I consider him to be 
a man of sterling character 
and of great competence. In 
addition, he is one of the most 
patriotic Americans I have met, 
and he is dedicated and devoted 
to the best interests of our 
country.” 


This won Klein’s full forgive­ 
ness, though he was dismayed 
to find that the letter was not 
included in the final transcript 
of the Fulbright hearings. 
“ Because • of 
this ommis- 
sion,” he wrote later to Dodd, 
“ I suggest that you insert your 
letter in the congressional rec­ 
ord, with appropriate rem arks. 
This should give you an oppor­ 
tunity to say a few extra words.” 


Klein reciprocated a 
few 
months later by writing a let­ 
ter to Jewish voters in Connecti­ 
cut, urging Dodd’s reelection. 
“ When some unwarranted at­ 
tacks were made on me, Sena­ 
tor Dodd — without being asked 
- was 
right 
there in my 
corner,” Klein declared 
un­ 
abashedly. “ A friend 
in need 
is a friend indeed — and Con­ 
necticut and the nation have 
such a man in Senator Dodd.” 
There 
were also private 
words of appreciation for Dodd 
alone. 
“ I am sorry about our mis­ 
understanding,” wrote Klein on 
December 17. “ Your letter to 
Fulbright demonstrated not only 
integrity but also courage for 
which I am deeply grateful.” 
He went on to say that 
the 
senate investigation had cost 
him a $50,000 contract, not to 
mention two other options that 
hadn’t been renewed. 
“ Now the next question,” he 
added, “ is what should be done? 
After you have read this, and 
the enclosures, let’s discuss 
the m atter on the phone.” 
Klein had a definite remedy in 
mind, and it involved Sen. Tom 
Dodd. This story will be told in 
another column. 


President Tells Labor Chiefs 
He Can’t Deliver Senate To 
Them. 
Washington, D. C.: — Never 
let it be said that Mike Quill 
and his followers are not 
an 
orderly lot. They are devout 
men and there are times they 
are so devoted to the book of 
rules, it indeed becomes their 
bible. 
There’s nothing like 
a sud­ 
den affection for each and every 
rule, especially on a railroad 
when a 
union is preparing to 
throw the l)Ook at an 
em­ 
ployer. It’s better than a strike. 
But the line slows to a walk or 
stops entirely, depending 
on 
their fealty to the regulations. 
Yet the men are on the job — 
and are paid. 
Now, Quill's Transport Work­ 
ers Union is throwing the book 
at the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
They shut the line down in ‘60. 
Now they plan to slow it up. 
If the union snarls the line’s 
10,000-miles of road, there will 
be outcries -• which will 
re­ 
echo in the Senate, just as labor 
and its allies launch their drive 
to outlaw local option privileges 
on the union • shop ban. 
This is certain to revive the 
unrevered memory of the big 
Blitz of ‘66, which hit 
New 
York City. And it will recall 
Labor Dept, reports that *65 
was the past decade’s peak 
year for strikes. 
And it will make Senate Lead­ 
er 
Mike 
Mansfield 
less 
enthusiastic over what 
he be­ 
lieves to be a command per­ 
formance — and the command 
is not from President Lyndon 
Johnson. 
The national labor leaders 
have 
been 
pressuring 
the 
erudite Mr. Mansfield 
to hit 
the non • contrite Everett Dirk­ 
sen with everything in 
the 
legislative rule book. 
Labor 
President 
George 
Meany, in a private talk, urged 
Mr. Mansfield to keep 
the 
Senate in session throughout the 
day and night, when the Re­ 
publicans start their filibuster 
against 
the 
repeal of 14-B. 
Keeping the older Republicans 
on a 20-hour schedule, 
or 
longer, would crack the elder 
statesmen and probably smash 
the filibuster after a while. 
But Mr. Mansfield has 
re­ 
fused. When the labor men ap­ 
pealed directly to President 
Johnson, he talked confidential­ 
ly with the Majority Leader 
earlier this month. Then 
he 
told Mr. Meany that nothing 
more could be done with that 
chap. He's very independent. 
The President gave his word 
he'd back labor’s major objec­ 


tive which would enable them to 
launch 
sweeping unionization 
campaigns in 19 states. 
The 
President kept his word. He 
tried to move Mr. Mansfield, 
who stepped into Mr.' John­ 
son’s big shoes in the Senate. 
The President‘is a veteran 
at this. He would have expected 
a President to take his advice 
’ when he was Majority Leader 
(if that President were of his 
own party). And he probably 
is taking Mr. Mansfield's coun­ 
sel — that it will be unwise — 
and undoubtedly futile — to at­ 
tempt to smash the filibuster 
with tough tactics. 
So the union chiefs now feel 
that Mr. mansfield will call for 
a premature vote on cloture 
(closing debate). 
And the 14-B repealer will 
be ready for floral wreaths 
inscribed with Requiescat 
In 
Pace. 


But there will be a noisy 
battle. And it will put Presi­ 
dent Johnson on the spot. One 
Senator, who could not be more 
friendly to the labor movement, 
put it this way the other day: 
“ This really is labor’s test 
of influence. The union chiefs 
have made 14-B repeal 
the 
most singular issue not only of 
their legislative program but 
of their strength. Obviously re­ 
peal now is 
a 
symbol. This 
means they have, unwisely I 
think, taken a special interest 
issue, of benefit mainly 
to 
themselves 
and their move­ 
ment, and have made it the 
prime issue of the session. 
“ This puts Lyndon Johnson 
on the spot. Whether the labor 
leaders think so or not, many of 
us sincerely believe that the 
public will think that repeal 
of 14-B in a knock-down fight 
at this time makes the Demo­ 
cratic Party theirs. And thus 
a party of special interest. 
And you know what happened 
to the Republican Party when 
the public thought that of the 
G.O.P,” 


This, 
said 
he, 
won’t 
be 
noticed until the real heat 
is 
poured on for repeal, all other 
legislation is held up, the head­ 
lines are screaming and all 
this against a panorama of war 
news. 
Couple this with the 
strike- 
rattling on the rail lines 
by 
several unions, and the after- 
math of the transit strike and 
labor could suddenly find itself 
on the defensive. 
That’s why Mr. Mansfield may 
get up more blood pressure 
than legislative pressure and 
the President is not asking for a 
command performance.

The Great Transit Blitz of *66 is history— 
or prelude.

ANOTHER BRAWL 
Strategy of both sides in the renewed battle 
over a proposal to repeal Section 14Bofthe Taft- 
Hartley law -- the “ right-to-work" section — is 
beginning to unfold as Congress works its way 
past the prelim inaries of its new session. 
The Johnson administration, under sharp prod­ 
ding by big labor, is pushing the repeal move 
and its strategy appears to be to strike early and 
wear down the opposition. The opposition, under 
the leadership of Senator Everett McKinley Dirk- 
sen, Republican leader in the upper house, will 
again mount a filibuster, as it did in the 1965 
session. 
At this point, the outcome is, of course, still in 
doubt with the edge, if any, appearing to be on 
the side of the Dirksen forces. 
The Taft-Hartley provision which is the center 
of the controversy perm its states to ban con­ 
tracts that make union membership a condition 
of employment. Nineteen states have such laws. 
Others are considering them. This is a painful 
thorn in the side of big lalx>r, which has given 
repeal of the section top priority in its legisla­ 
tive program for 1966. 
Last year, the proposal got past the House and 
into the Senate. There, during the closing hours of 
the session, Senator Dirksen's filibuster stopped 
it cold. But proponents of the measure continued 
to beat the drums for it, even before the new 
session opened. 
When the President came before Congress to 
deliver his State of the Union message, he again 
asked that the repealer be pushed through. Sen­ 
ate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield promptly 
unveiled administration strategy when the Senate 
Democratic Policy Committee announced that 
debate on the proposal would start the week of 
Jan. 24. 
Senator Dirksen and his colleagues had hoped, 
of course, that more pressing issues—the war in 
Viet Nam, for one—would again delay debate 
on the repealer until the end of the session, when 
a filibuster would have more effect. Neverthe­ 
less, the senator picked up the challenge and 
promised another filibuster against any pre­ 
liminary motion to take up the bill. 
Observers generally feel that President John­ 
son could muster enough votes to get the bill 
through the Senate. But the same observers doubt 
that he can round up enough backers in the Senate 
to shut off a filibuster. In 1965, a cloture move 
failed by 17 votes. It is doubtful that it would do 
any better this year. 
Also, Mansfield's move for an early debate on 
the proposal may put an extra weapon in Dirk­ 
sen's hands—the backlash from the costly transit 
strike in New York City. The arrogance of Mike 
Quill and his boys in that sorry mess is not in­ 
clined to endear him or the labor movement gen­ 
erally to many congressmen. 
There has been talk that Dirksen might make a 
trade: that he would let the repealer come to a 
vote in exchange for labor support of his consti­ 
tutional amendment to upset the Supreme Court’s 
one man, one vote ruling. This seems unlikely— 
especially in view of AF L-CIO President George 
Meany's statement that such a deal would be 
“ cynical" and that “ the Senate minority leader 
and all his anti-labor stooges can filibuster until 
hell freezes over before I will agree to sell the 
people short for that kind of a deal." 
The fight will be interesting to watch, We hope 
its outcome is the same as in 1965—death of 
the proposal to repeal the section.

If the stock market needs another stimulus 
for advance — and stocks already may be 
overinflated -- it is likely to find one when 
Proficient Tohnson on Thursday, Jan. 27, sends 


Congress his annual economic Report to Con­ 
gress. Virtually every economic indicator points 
to still greater prosperity in 1966. In fact, the 
President may find it prudent to strike a 
note of restraint to allay fears of overheating. 
A year ago the President's Economic Mes­ 
sage projected an “ uninterrupted and vigorous 
expansion" of the American economy in 1965. 
The forecast was right on the button in these 
general term s, but vastly understated the pro­ 
jection of the gross national product. GNP at 
the end of 1965 was supposed to reach $660 
billion, but the actual year-end GNP hit $675 
billion. 
Unlike the State of the Union Message, the 
President’s Economic Report is a statutory 
rather than a constitutional responsibility. The 
Employment Act of 1946 requires the P resi­ 
dent to transm it to Congress at the beginning 
of each regular session an Economic Report. 
The message is to show (a) current levels of 
employment, production, and purchasing power; 
(b) levels needed to effectuate maximum em­ 
ployment, production, and purchasing power; 
(3) current and foreseeable economic trends; 
and (d) a program for carrying out the economic 
policy declared by the Congress. 
This year's message could sound a bit de­ 
fensive when it talks about “ purchasingpower." 
An inflation that has been creeping for a 
decade picked up speed last year and threatens to 
break into a trot in 1966. Republicans are 
making capital of the fact that, based on a 
1955 dollar at IOO cents, the cost-of-living 
dollar now is worth only 85 cents. Inflation 
is hardest on pensioners and others who must 
live on fixed incomes. But the hourly earnings 
of the typical factory worker jumped more 
than 40 per cent in the 10-year period 1955- 
1965. For most wage earners and debtors a 
little inflation is a welcome thing. 
* * *

The facility will be large with employment 
in the thousands. It is a manifestation of the 
growth of colored television in which BCA 
is a pioneer and holder of many of the basic 
patents for production of sets. 
When questioned why Memphis was chosen, 
RCA officials mentioned many things. This 
is natural. A company doesn't build a manu­ 
facturing facility in any community for any 
one reason. 
Highly rated in the process of selection by 
the admission of company officials was what 
might be called the educational climate of the 
city. Memphis is a site of colleges as well 
as public schools. Its people have a passion 
for education. They talk about it. They think 
about it. They do something about it. 
As a result the city has fine schools. The 
people are interested in their welfare. They 
are anxious for them to have high standards 
and to improve. 
What RCA discovered is an acknowledgement 
of what Memphis citizens already knew. 
The example of Memphis’ success in attract­ 
ing the big RCA plant should not be lost on 
Sikeston or other Bootheel cities aspiring to 
develop industrially. 
Sikeston people cannot afford to become com­ 
placent about education and their school sys­ 
tem. 
In this connection the thought and effort being 
devoted to establishing a junior coJ'ege in the 
area appears to be a step in the right direction. 
This shouldn't be undertaken with the idea that 
it will attract an industry or industries. The 
value to area residents is the first considera­ 
tion but it also should be a factor in keeping 
and attracting citizens to the area and become 
another positive factor in keeping industry and 
attracting new industrial, business and profes­ 
sional enterprises. 
Money spent on education is a good investment.

“ Cost-effectiveness"

STIRRINGS OF AN OLD 
ENEMY 
Dr. Albert Sabin, whose oral 
vaccine 
helped to plummet 
polio from 30,000 cases in 1955 
to less than IOO in the first ll 
months of 1965, warns that we 
may not have heard the last of 
the disease. 
“ We are building up a pool of 
unprotected children who will 
soon be able to re-establish 
the chain of transmission of 
the disease," he says. 
The chairman of the American 
Medical Association’s Commit­ 
tee on Environment and Pub­ 
lic Health concurs. 
“ Data available to the com­ 
mittee,” says Dr. James H. 
Sterner, “ shows that there now 
exist areas in which the level 
of immunity is so low that the 
possibility of an epidemic is 
a very real one." 
The reason is easy to diagnose. 
It is simply that the medical 
profession and the public alike 
have become complacent about 
the once-dreaded scourge now 
that it has reached the vanish­ 
ing point. 
It happened before, in the case 
of venereal disease. At the end 
of World War II, antibiotics 
and intensive campaigns had 
all but knocked out VD. 
Then, on the point of victory, 
came complacency and the fight 
against 
VD 
was virtually 
dropped. Today this disease is 
back in force and ranks as one 
of the nation's major public 
health problems. 
So far, fortunately, there has 
been no similar resurgence of 
polio. Whether or not there 
will be one is the responsibility 
not only of doctors and public 
health officials but those par­ 
ents 
who have not taken the 
trouble to see that their chil­ 
dren have received the simple, 
permanent and inexpensive de­ 
fense against pol lo that men like 
Dr. Sabin devoted their talents 
and toils to discovering.

Modern 
history has 
seen 
nothing comparable to the pres­ 
ent assault of atheistic Com­ 
munism on the Christian faith.

WASHINGTON - The secret 
correspondence between Sen. 
Tom Dodd, D-Conn., and Gen. 
Julius Klein, the registered 
German agent, goes‘to the heart 
of why the foreign agents regia, 
tratlon act was passed. 


Congress passed the law aft. 
er Drew Pearson reported that 
the late Sen. Ernest Lundeen, 
Republican of Minnesota, had 
delivered a speech June 19, 
1940, on the senate floor ghost* 
written for him by George Syl­ 
vester Vlereck, a paid propa. 
gandist for Germany. Pearson 
pointed out in 1940 that speeches 
on the senate floor were sup­ 
posed to represent the views 
of a senator, or his state, not 
those of a foreign country. 
Following 
some crusading 
revelations on Nazi propaganda 
by Rep. John McCormack, D- 
Mass., now speaker, Congress 
passed the foreign agents regis­ 
tration act. This required for­ 
eign propagandists and agents 
to register so their identity 
could be known to the public. 
There was nothing illegal about 
being an agent. The emphasis 
was on publicity, as some fed­ 
eral 
judges, 
among them 
learned Judge Alexander Holt- 
zoff, have Allied to realize. 
An American's acceptance of 
money from foreign govern­ 
ments 
makes 
him a public 
figure. 
Tile fact that Sen. Dodd las 
more 
recenUy 
delivered 
speeches on the senate floor 
written for him by another paid 
German agent would appear to 
be getting around the intent of 
the foreign agents registration 
act. 
It's significant, 
therefore, 
that when Sen. William Pul- 
bright, D-Ark., chairman 
of 
the 
Seiate Foreign Relations 
Committee of which Dodd is a 
member, started his probe of 
foreign agents, Dodd got ex­ 
tremely nervous. He spent many 
a weekend in Klein's suite at 
New York City's fashionable 
Essex House. While the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
was 
investigating 
Klein's 
lobbying operations. Despite 
this hospitality, Dodd got so 
nervous when committee in­ 
vestigators discovered 
that 


Klein had asked him to sponsor 
a resolution supporting German 
reunification that he rushed a 
letter to Chairman Fulbrlght. 
"General Klein's letter was 
never answered, and the resolu­ 
tion referred to w-as not intro­ 
duced by me," wrote Dodd on 
October 9, 1963. "I think it 
appropriate 
that my reply to 
you be made a part of 
the 
official record." 
KLEIN SPUTTERS 
It took several weeks 
for 
Klein to discover how coldly 
he had been treated by 
his 
friend. Sputtering with rage, 
he dictated a letter to Dodd on 
November 29. 
"My Dear Tom," Klein be­ 
gan. "I am now looking through 
the printed report of the Ful­ 
brlght 
hearing, and nothing 
shocked me more than your 
letter of Oct. 9. 
"While I will not object to 
your taking this position as 
far as the subject of the resolu­ 
tion is concerned, even though 
it is not based on facts, you 
and I had discussions about it 
and corresponded about it. . . 
"Now there is one thing I 
object to in your letter to Sena­ 
tor Fulbrlght and that is your 
last line: 'I think it appropriate 
that my reply to you be made 
a part of the official record.' 
You did not even add a few 
remarks about our personal 
friendship so that there should 
be no reflection on me. . . 
"No one knows better than 
you my activities in Washing­ 
ton. 
“ I asked you to be present 
at the executive session (of the 
Seiate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee). You promised me the 
night before that you would at­ 
tend - but you were not there. 
I wired you to be present at 
the public hearings - you were 
not there either. 
"What are you afraid of? Do 
you consider friendship a one­ 
way street? All I can say is I 
am ashamed of you. With this, 
Tom, I close the chapter for 
good." 
DODD REPENTS 
At this Dodd repented. 
"I am now and have been deep­ 
ly distressed about my letter 
to Fulbright," he apologized 
on December 9. "No one thinks 


inure highly of you ^han I do, 
and no one believes 
more 
strongly in you than I." 
Dodd claimed the offending 
letter had been written by an 
aide. Chastened 
by Klein's 
wrath, he sent 
Fulbrlght an 
addendum 
attesting: “ I have 
known General Klein for many 
years, and I consider him to be 
a man of sterling character 
and of great competence. In 
addition, he is one of the most 
patriotic Americans I have met, 
and he is dedicated and devoted 
to the best interests of our 
country." 
This won Klein's full forgive­ 
ness, though he was dismayed 
to find tilt*i the letter was not 
included in the final transcript 
of the Fulbrlght hearings. 
"Because • of 
this ommis- 
sion," he wrote later to Dodd, 
"I suggest that you insert your 
letter in the congressional rec­ 
ord, with appropriate remarks. 
This should give you an oppor­ 
tunity to say a few extra words." 
Klein reciprocated a 
few 
months later by writing a let­ 
ter to Jewish voters in Connecti­ 
cut, urging Dodd's reelection. 
"When some unwarranted at­ 
tacks were made on me, Sena­ 
tor Dodd — without being asked 
•• was 
right 
there in my 
corner," Klein declared 
un­ 
abashedly. "A friend in need 
is a friend indeed - and Con­ 
necticut and the nation have 
such a man in Senator Dodd." 
There 
were also private 
words of appreciation for Dodd 
alone. 
"I am sorry about our mis­ 
understanding,” wrote Klein on 
December 17, "Your letter to 
Fulbright demonstrated not only 
integrity but also courage for 
which I am deeply grateful." 
He went on to say that the 
seiate investigation had cost 
him a $50,000 contract, not to 
mention two other options that 
hadn't been renewed. 
"Now the next question," he 
added, "is what should tie done? 
After you have read this, and 
the enclosures, let’s discuss 
the matter on the phone." 
Klein had a definite remedy in 
mind, and it Involved Am . Tom 
Dodd. This story will be told in 
another column. 


President Tells Labor Chiefs 
He Can't Deliver Senate To 
Them. 
Washington, D. C.: — Never 
let it be said that Mike Quill 
and his followers are not an 
orderly lot. They are devout 
men and there are times they 
are so devoted to the book of 
rules, it indeed becomes their 
bible. 
There's nothing like 
a sud­ 
den affection for each and every 
rule, especially on a railroad 
when a union is preparing to 
throw the book at an 
em­ 
ployer. It's better than a strike. 
But the line slows to a walk or 
stops entirely, depending 
on 
their fealty to the regulations. 
Yet the men are on the job — 
and are paid. 
Now, Quill's Transport Work­ 
ers Union is throwing the book 
at the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
They shut the line down in '60. 
Now they plan to slow it up. 
If the union snarls the line's 
10,000-miles of road, there will 
be outcries — which will 
re­ 
echo in the Senate, Just as labor 
and its allies launch their drive 
to outlaw local option privileges 
on the union • shop tan. 
This is certain to revive the 
unrevered memory of the big 
Blitz of '66, which hit 
New’ 
York City. And it will recall 
Labor Dept. reports that '65 
was the past decade's peak 
year for strikes. 
And it will make Seiate Lead­ 
er 
Mike 
Mansfield 
less 
enthusiastic over what he be­ 
lieves to be a command per­ 
formance — and the command 
is not from President Lyndon 
Johnson. 
The national labor leaders 
have 
been pressuring the 
erudite Mr. Mansfield to hit 
the non • contrite Everett Dirk­ 
sen with everything in 
the 
legislative rule book. 
Labor 
President 
George 
Meany, in a private talk, urged 
Mr. Mansfield to keep 
the 
Senate in session throughout the 
day and night, when the Re­ 
publicans start their filibuster 
against 
the repeal of 14-B. 
Keeping the older Republicans 
on a 20-hour schedule, 
or 
longer, would crack the elder 
statesmen and probably smash 
the filibuster after a while. 
But Mr. Mansfield las re­ 
fused. When the labor men ap­ 
pealed directly to President 
Johnson, he talked confidential­ 
ly with the Majority Leader 
earlier this month. Then he 
told Mr. Meany that nothing 
more could be done with that 
chap. He’s very independent. 
The President gave his word 
he’d lack lalior's major objec­ 


tive which would enable them to 
launch 
sweeping unionization 
campaigns in 19 states. The 
President kept his word. He 
tried to move Mr. Mansfield, 
who stepped into Mr.* John­ 
son's big shoes in the Senate. 
The President'is a veteran 
at this. He would have expected 
a President to take his advice 
’ when he was Majority Leader 
(lf that President were of his 
own party). And he probably 
is taking Mr. Mansfield's coun­ 
sel — that it will be unwise — 
and undoubtedly futile — to at­ 
tempt to snash the filibuster 
with tough tactics. 
So the union chiefs now feel 
that Mr. mansfield will call for 
a premature vote on cloture 
(closing debate), 
. 
And the 14-B repealer will 
be ready for floral wreaths 
inscribed with Requiescat In 
Pace. 
But there will be a noisy 
battle. And it will put Presi­ 
dent Johnson on the spot. One 
Senator, who could not be more 
friendly to the labor movement, 
put it this way the other day: 
"This really is labor's test 
of influence. The union chiefs 
have made 14-B repeal 
the 
most singular issue not only of 
their legislative program but 
of their strength. Obviously re­ 
peal now is a symbol. This 
means they have, unwisely I 
think, taken a special interest 
issue, of benefit mainly 
to 
themselves 
and their move­ 
ment, and have made it the 
prime issue of the session. 
"This puts Lyndon Johnson 
on the spot. Whether the labor 
leaders think so or not, many of 
us sincerely believe that the 
public will think that repeal 
of 14-B in a knock-down fight 
at this time makes the Demo­ 
cratic Party theirs. And thus 
a party of special interest. 
And you know what happened 
to the Republican Party when 
the public thought that of the 
G.O.P." 


This, said he, won't 
be 
noticed until the real heat is 
poured on for repeal, all oilier 
legislation is held up, the head­ 
lines are screaming and all 
this against a panorama of war 
news. 
Couple this with the strike- 
rattling on the rail lines by 
several unions, and the after­ 
math of the transit strike and 
labor could suddenly find itself 
on the defensive. 
That's why Mr. Mansfield may 
get up more blood pressure 
than legislative pressure and 
the President is not asking for a 
command performance.

THE "IRISH" POTATO 
The Irish potato in the Uni­ 
ted States received its"Irish" 
name from two sources. One 
was the early growing of po­ 
tatoes by a group of Irish im­ 
migrants in New Hampshire 
around 1719, 
and later from 
the famous tragedy of the famine 
in Ireland during the 1870's. 
Tile potato originally was 
brought to England from South 
America, and to Ireland 
by 
ship owners and returning colo­ 
nists who were interested in 
the plants of the New World. 
But it was the Irish that first 
realized the potato's economic 
and nutritional benefits. 
In the 1600's, farmers in 
Ireland quickly realized what 
potatoes could be planted and 
would yield heavy production 
at a modest price per acre.

THE "IRISH” POTATO 
The Irish potato in the Uni­ 
ted States received its"Irish ” 
name from two sources. One 
was the early growing of po­ 
tatoes by a group of Irish im­ 
migrants in New Hampshire 
around 1719, 
and later from 
the binous tragedy of the famine 
in Ireland 
during the 1870's. 
Tile potato originally was 
brought to England from South 
America, and to Ireland 
by 
sliip owners and returning colo­ 
nists who were interested in 
the plants of the New World. 
But it was the Irish that first 
realized the potato's economic 
and nutritional benefits. 
In the 1600*s, farm ers in 
Ireland quickly realized what 
potatoes could be planted and 
would yield heavy production 
at a modest price per acre. 
The potato's usefulness slow­ 
ly spread throughout Europe, 
and early Irish immigrants car­ 
ried potatoes to the New World, 
a s security against an uncer­ 
tain food supply. 
In later years, other travelers 
brought potatoes to America. 
By that time, however, Ameri­ 
can formers were developing 
their own varieties, which were 
hardy and flavorful. 
Potatoes still remain an Irish 
and American vegetable favor­ 
ite. During January and the re­ 
maining winter months, pota­ 
toes should be particularly pop­ 
ular with everyone due to their 
abundance. According to the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
the fall potato crop was the 
largest on record, and 25 per­ 
cent above the previous year.

means cost 
conscious 
homemakers 
can expect at­ 
tractively priced potatoes for 
some time to come.

There’s a $5 penalty for fail­ 
ing to list your Social Security 
number. Enclose all employe's 
copies of W2 withholding state­ 
ments you get for tax withheld 
from you in 1965. 
Report only taxable income. 
Some income, like Social Secu­ 
rity payments, is not taxable. If 
too much tax was withheld from 
you, you can get a refund but 
only if you file a return. Who 
must file one? 
Anyone under 65, including 
children, who had $600 or more 
taxable income—$1,200 if you 
were 65 or older. You were con­ 
sidered 65 for all of 196 5 if your 
birthday was as late as Jan. I, 
1966. 
A self-employed person, in 
addition to paying a 5.4 per cent 
Social Security tax on income 
up to $4,800, must file a return if 
his self-employment 
income 
was $400 or more even though 
gross income was less than 
$600. 
A person under or over 65, 
even though receiving nontaxa­ 
ble Social Security payments, 
must pay a Social Security tax 
on any taxable earned income 
he had.

the federal income tax require­ 
ments, but basic things must be 
kept in mind as always. Here, in 
the first of five special articles, 
is a discussion of some princi­ 
pal points. 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Your 
1965 income tax return must be 
in on or before April 15. There 
have been a few changes but 
none basic. 
The tax on 1965 income is a 
little lower than the previous 
year's which, inturn, was lower 
than the year before. The rea­ 
son is a tax cut spread over two 
years. No further cut is in sight. 
There's a $5 penalty for fail­ 
ing to list your Social Security 
number. Enclose all employe's 
copies of W2 withholding state­ 
ments you get for tax withheld 
from you in 1965. 
Report only taxable Income. 
Some income, like Social Secu­ 
rity payments, is not taxable. If 
too much tax was withheld from 
you, you can get a refund but 
only if you file a return. Who 
must file one? 
Anyone under 65, including 
children, who had $600 or more 
taxable income—$1,200 if you 
were 65 or older. You were con­ 
sidered 65 for all of 196 5 lf your 
birthday was as late as Jan. I, 
1966. 
A self-employed person, in 
addition to paying a 5.4 per cent 
Social Security tax on income 
up to $4,800, must file a return if 
his self-employment 
income 
was $400 or more even though 
gross income was less than 
$600. 
A person under or over 65, 
even though receiving nontaxa­ 
ble Social Security payments, 
must pay a Social Security tax 
on any taxable earned income 
he had. There's a limit on how 
much of it he can have and still 
draw Social Security payments. 
If in doubt, consult the nearest 
Social Security office. 
Be sure to read the instruction 
sheet sent taxpayers by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service. It has 
information, plus tax tables and 
tax schedules you'll need in 
working out your tax. 
For 50 cents you'll get far 
more detailed information by 
buying from your nearest IRS 
office 
its 
160-page booklet, 
“ Your Federal Income Tax.” 
Everyone under 65 filing a 
return gets a $600 exemption for 
himself -$1,200 if you're 65- 
plus $600 for each dependent 
under or over 65. You also get a 
$600 exemption for your wife— 
$1,200 if she's 65—provided she ' 
meets certain conditions to be 
explained in No. 3 in this series. 
A person filing a return gets 
an 
extra $600 exemption if he 
is blind, the same for his wife, 
but no extra exemption for a 
blind dependent. 
Everyone filing a return is 
allowed a deduction for certain 
personal expenses. Without lis­ 
ting them, you can take the 
standard deduction, lf your ex- 


penses were greater than the 
standard amount, claim them in 
full, but then you'll have to 
item ize. For details see stories 
Nos. 2 and 5. 
You can find your tax either 
in a tax table or by figuring it. 
Only under-$5,000 people can 
use the table, and only some of 
them can. Anyone with $5,000 or 
more income must figure his 
tax using the tax rate schedules. 
There are two mainform sfor 
making a return: 1040andl040A 
which, being a punchcard, is 
sim pler. Anyone can use 1040. 
Anyone with $10,000 or more 
income, or who itemizes deduc­ 
tions, must use it. 
Only those under-$10,OOO peo­ 
ple who fit certain conditions 
can use 1040A. How to choose 
between the forms, and how to 
use them, are explained in story 
No. 2. 
For most people using 1040, 
its two pages will be sufficient. 
Some, with special kinds of in­ 
come or problems, will need

called schedules B,D,C,F or G.

The resolu­ 
tion will be referred to that 
Committee, and will then go 
to the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee. 
Symington is a member of 
the Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee.

In the first two weeks of this 
session, tile Senate Committees 
on which I serve have been un­ 
usually busv reviewing defense 
and foreign policies of our coun­ 
try. 
Overshadowing all 
other is ­ 
sues, in the President’s State of 
the I'aion Message, in the Con­ 
gress, and in the mail from Mis­ 
souri, are problems 
directly 
involved with, and incident to, 
our position in Southeast Asia. 
I am now working on the final 
draft oi a report on my weeks 
in the Far East, including ten 
days in South Vietnam, which I 
will file with the Chairmen of 
the Senate Armed Services and 
Foreign Relations Committees. 
Later I will make public 
the 
declassified, 
non - classified 
part of this report. 
We have also met to review our 
position onlocistics,personnel, 
intelligence, 
space, and bud­ 
getary matters, 
in the above 
Committees and also in the P re­ 
paredness and Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency subcommittees, 
as well as the Aeronautics and 
Space Committee. 
Since my return to Washington, 
I presented to the Senate my 
finding that activities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency are 
fully coordinated and approved 
by our Ambassadors in the nine 
countries I visited; and will be 
glad to send a copy of that 
statement upon request to my

An interesting report on one of 
our development efforts over­ 
seas came this last week from 
Dr. Elmer Kiehl, Dean of the

They were in 
Washington reporting to Agency 
for International Development 
(ADO officials 
in the Depart­ 
ment of State on the University's 
project in India. 
Dean 
KieIii 
also attended a 
meetin 
of the National Com­ 
mission on Food Marketing. 
Since 1957, the University of 
Missouri has had a team work- 
in: with the five States in north­ 
east India closest to tile King­ 
dom ol Sikkim to develop ag ri­ 
cultural 
college 
programs. 
Dean 
Kiehl 
and 
Chancellor 
Schwada 
reported significant 
progress in setting up. with the 
cooperation of the Indian na­ 
tional and State vovernments, 
experiment stations and exten­ 
sion programs in India similar 
to those in our land grant col­ 
leges. 
One proposal 
made to help 
meet the chronic and growing 
food 
shortage on the Indian 
subcontinent is 
for selective 
breeding of cattle to increase 
milk 
production. 
At present, 
the milk cows among the 200 
million cattle in India 
aver­ 
age a1 Knit one quart of milk 
per da . as compared to almost 
two gal’ons for milk cows in 
Missouri. 
With the population of India 
expected to increase by Co m il­ 
lion in the next six years, farm 
production experts from our 
university 
and 
from Illinois, 
Tennessee, Ohio State and Kan­ 
sas State universe tea as are!1 
as officials in India, realise 
that the only way these peoph 
can be fed is to make full use 
of the productive capacity of 
the 
country. 
With American 
know-how adapted to Indian con­

tissue bank at the Medical cen­ 
te r, said in connection with the 
observance of eye donor month. 
Dr. John A . B uesseler, chief 
of ophthalmology at the Medical 
center, said that “ the success 
of this sight-saving program de­ 
pends 
upon adequate gifts of 
eye tissue from the people of 
the State.” 
He explained that 
“ all eyes are useful, regardless 
of the age of the donor, condi­ 
tion of the eyes, or cause of 
death. The fact that a person 
w ears glasses or has had poor 
vision from causes other than 
corneal diseases does not nec­ 
essarily detract from the use­ 
fulness of the cornea in the eye 
bank program .”

In recognition of the special 
month Lions clubs throughout 
the state will Intensify their 
statewide campaign to interest 
people in pledging their eyes, 
after death, for use in the Lion's 
tissue 
bank’s 
eye - saving 
program. 
The donated tissue is used to 
save or restore sight when the 
cornea has been damaged 
by 
disease or injury. 
"The need for eye tissue con- 
inues 
to be urgent 
and 
we 
earnestly 
request the help of 
all Missourians In this 
fight 
against blindness," Dr. Law­ 
rence W, Hamtil, Instructor in 
ophthalmology and head of the 
tissue bank at the Medical cen­ 
ter, said in connection with the 
observance of eye donor month. 
Dr. John A. Buesseler, chief 
of ophthalmology at the Medical 
center, said that "the success 
of this sight-saving program de­ 
pends 
upon adequate gifts of 
eye tissue from the people of 
the State." 
He explained that 
"all eyes are useful, regardless 
of the age of the donor, condi­ 
tion of the eyes, or cause of 
death. The feet that a person 
wears glasses or has had poor 
vision from causes other than 
corneal diseases does not nec­ 
essarily detract from the use­ 
fulness of the cornea In the eye 
bank program.” 
Since Ute eye bank at the cen­ 
ter was opened in 1960, Dr. 
Buesseler said, 55 procedures 
involving Hie use of donated 
40 additional operations have 
been 
made possible in other 
hospitals with tissue supplied 


soon.

A national network 
of ham 
radio operators assists with the 
eye saving program by locating 
donor tissue that is made avail­ 
able and alerting banks which 
may be in need of tissue for pa­ 
tients in their area.

As the somewhat indirect re­ 
sult of a Catholic priest’s dream 
Nebraska’s capital city has em- 
-braced 30 Cuban fitmilles plus 
scores of unaccompanied Cuban 
children. 
It all started less than five 
years ago when the Rev. Ed­ 
ward C. Tuchek, as director of 
the Catholic Social Service Bu­ 
reau, sought and obtained per­ 
mission to bring unaccompanied 
Cuban refugee children to Lin­ 
coln. 
Fourteen boys and l l girls 
made up the first contingent, 


arriving in September 1961. 
Since then the total has risen 
to about IOO. 
Some of the sm aller children 
have 
been placed 
in foster 
homes. Others, up to age 19, 
have been cared for in specially 
set up orphanage type group 
homes. 
As parents and other Cuban 
relatives have turned up in the 
United States later, they have 
been subjected to the Chamber 
of Commerce salesmanship of 
the youngsters. Reluctant 
to 
leave 
friends and pleasurable 
school situations, many of the 
children have induced their eld­ 
ers also to adopt the city. 


For Miguel Ulecia, the oldest 
Cuban refugee so far to find his 
way to Lincoln, the problem of 
adjustment to Nebraska’s cli­ 
mate, 
language 
and Nordic- 
Slavic heritage promised to be 
more challenging than it has for 
more pliable youngsters 
and 
younger adults. 
But three weeks after his ar­ 
rival, surrounded by children 
and grandchildren in a 10-mem- 
ber household, Ulecia was able 
to say he likes it here, is happy 
to be with his family and 
is 
looking forward to summer and 
the chance once again to be in 
the sun.

House. Thus, under the formula, 
a worker making $3 per hour 
could get a 9.6-cent hourly hike 
without incurring Johnson’s dis­ 
pleasure.

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP) — A modern 10-story de­ 
partment store has just been 
completed in Jakarta’s main 
street. Nearby a 29-story office 
building is under construction. 
Opposite is the luxurious 15- 
floor Hotel Indonesia. 
These tall buildings seem like 
strange icebergs surrounded by 
a sea of slums and dilapidated 
streets. 
Jakarta is Indonesia’s capital 
city, with a population of three 
million, but in many respects it 
looks like a worn-down village. 
President Sukarno ordered 
monuments and high buildings 
despite the country’s need of 
more urgent projects— such as 
housing. 
Sukarno maintains that these 
showy pieces of 
construction 
a re 
needed to present Indo­ 
nesia’s greatness. 
His hard-pressed people ac­ 
cepted the argument. 
But lately thousands of stu­ 
dents 
have 
demonstrated in 
Jakarta 
streets 
to 
protest 
against soaring prices of essen­ 
tial 
commodities. They criti­ 
cized the policies of “ the great 
leader of the Indonesian revolu­ 
tion,” as Sukarno likes to call 
himself. 
Day after day, the students — 
with the tacit approval of tile 
army which is engaged in a _ 
power struggle with Sukarno — 
shouted: 
“ We need rice — not monu­ 
ments and big buildings!” 
Tile students even scribbled 
on the walls: 
“ No more imports of wives 
and concubines.” 
Sukarno’s third wife is a Jap­ 
anese. 
Sukarno, in an angry speech, 
denounced the students’ atti­ 
tude. 
“ Monuments are equally im­ 
portant as rice!” he shouted. 
Indonesian critics of Sukarno 
say that he is unaware of the 
reality of economic conditions 
prevailing in the country be­ 
cause his aides don’t inform 
him fully. 
Sukarno judges the situation 
superficially, these critics say, 
but fails to see what is beneath 
the surface. 
He observed recently: “ With 
my own eyes I saw ordinary 
Indonesian people buying flow­ 
e rs in preparation for the Mos­ 
lem feast of Idu flfltri. This 
alone is enough proof to kill 
propaganda that the Indonesia 
people are poor.” 
The critics say Sukarno does 
not realize how rising prices of 
essential commodities are hit­ 
ting 
the 
low • income In­ 
donesians. 
With the recent increase in 
their salaries, an average civil 
servant gets about 50,000 old 
rupiahs monthly. He has allow­ 
ances for rice and some food­ 
stuffs, but sometimes these are 


not enough to meet the needs of 
a large family. 
One liter of rice has shot to 5,- 
000 old rupiahs. It cost 3101ast 
June. A shirt costs 
30,000, a 
pair of shoes 45,000. 
The gap between rich and the 
poor is enormous. A middle 
class is practically nonexistent. 
Corruption in the government is 
widespread and is adopted by 
many civil servants to meet the 
increasing cost of living. Profi­ 
teers take advantage of the sit­ 
uation to amass fortunes. 
At the plush Hotel Indonesia, 
an Indonesian businessman was 
seen paying three million old 
rupiahs for a dinner party. 
“ It will take at least IO years 
for one Indonesian employe to 
make that amount from his 
monthly salary,” remarked a 
foreigner at a nearby table. 
Most of the shops in Jakarta 
are depleted. The goods have 
either been sold or are being 
hoarded by merchants. 
Wide-eyed Indonesians stand 
in front of the still-empty 10-sto­ 
ry department store and wonder 
what will fill it and who will be 
able to afford the goods in it. 
Sukarno has envisioned mak­ 
ing 
Indonesia 
a prosperous 
country in his lifetime. But in­ 
stead of concentrating on devel­ 
oping and tapping Indonesia’s 
enormous natural resources, he 
has embarked on repeated polit­ 
ical ventures as a way of giving 
Indonesia 
a 
leading 
place 
among the world’s great na­ 
tions. 
In his recently published auto­ 
biography, Sukarno says Indo­ 
nesians inherited a broken-down 
country from the Dutch coloniz- 
_ e rs 20 years ago. Sukarno re-; 
counts that the Dutch before 
leaving wrecked the palace of 
the former Dutch governor gen­ 
eral which he now uses as his 
presidential 
mansion. 
The 
furniture was broken, the glass 
windows and the m irrors, and

smased, Sukarno says. 
Over

years, 
Sukarno 
beautifully repaired his palace.

AP •• Nine* 
ty-one years old and partly 
lame a s the result of a recent 
fall, Miguel Ulecla was helped 
from the airlin er into the 25- 
degree chill of a typical Ne­ 
braska winter evening. 
The chill was quickly forgot­ 
ten in the warmth of a reception 
from about 45 already-estab­ 
lished 
Cuban 
refugees, in­ 
cluding m em bers of his own 
family, assem bled at the Lin­ 
coln Airport to meet him. 
And Miguel Ulecia only two 
days away from his home in 
Havana, was on his way to be­ 
coming another member of a 
growing Cuban colony taking 
root in one of the country’ s 
more unlikely areas, the flat­ 
lands of the inland Great Plains. 
As the somewhat indirect re­ 
sult of a Catholic priest’ s dream 
Nebraska’ s capital city has em- 
.braced 30 Cuban fam ilies plus 
scores of unaccompanied Cuban 
children. 
It all started le ss than five 
years ago when the Rev. Ed­ 
ward C . Tuchek, a s director of 
the Catholic Social Service Bu­ 
reau, sought and obtained per­ 
mission to bring unaccompanied 
Cuban refugee children to Lin­ 
coln.

House. Thus, under the formula, 
a worker making $3 per hour 
could get a 9.6-cent hourly hike 
without incurring Johnson’ s dis­ 
pleasure.

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP) — A modern 10-story de­ 
partment store has just been 
completed in Jak arta's main 
street. Nearby a 29-story office 
building is under construction. 
Opposite is the luxurious 15- 
floor Hotel Indonesia. 
These tall buildings seem like 
strange icebergs surrounded by 
a sea of slums and dilapidated 
streets. 
Jakarta is Indonesia’ s capital 
city, with a population of three 
million, but in many respects it 
looks like a worn-down village. 
President 
Sukarno ordered 
monuments and high buildings 
despite the country’ s need of 
more urgent projects— such a s 
housing. 
Sukarno maintains that these 
showy pieces of construction 
are 
needed to present Indo­ 
n esia's greatness. 
His hard-pressed people ac­ 
cepted the argument. 
But lately thousands of stu­ 
dents 
have 
demonstrated in 
Jakarta 
streets 
to 
protest 
against soaring prices of essen­ 
tial 
commodities. They criti­ 
cized the policies of "the great 
leader of the Indonesian revolu­ 
tion,” a s Sukarno likes to call 
him self. 
Day after day, the students — 
with the tacit approval of tile 
arm y which is engaged in a_ 
power struggle with Sukarno — 
shouted: 
"W e need rice — not monu­ 
ments and big buildings!” 
Hie students even scribbled 
on the w alls: 
"N o more im ports of wives 
and concubines,” 
Sukarno's third wife is a Jap­ 
anese. 
Sukarno, in an angry speech, 
denounced the students’ atti­ 
tude. 
"Monuments are equally im­ 
portant a s rice!” he shouted. 
Indonesian critics of Sukarno 
say that he is uiaware of the 
reality of economic conditions 
prevailing in the country be­ 
cause his aides don’t inform 
him fully. 
Sukarno judges the situation 
M perficially, these critics n y - 
but fails to see what is beneath 
the surface. 
He observed recently: "With 
my own eyes I saw ordinary 
Indonesian people buying flow­ 
e rs in preparation for the Mos­ 
lem feast of Idu Ilfitrl. This 
alone is enough proof to kill 
propaganda that the Indonesia 
people are poor,” 
The critics say Sukarno does

OOO old rupiahs. It cost 3101ast

cla ss is practically nonexistent. 
Corruption in the government is 
widespread and is adopted by 
many civil servants to meet the 
increasing cost of living. Profi­ 
teers take advantage of the sit­ 
uation to am ass fortunes. 
At the plush Hotel Indonesia, 
an Indonesian businessman was 
seen paying three million old 
rupiahs for a dinner party. 
"It will take at least IO years 
for one Indonesian employe to 
make that amount from his 
monthly salary,” remarked a 
foreigner at a nearby table. 
Most of the shops in Jakarta 
are depleted. The goods have 
either been sold or are being 
hoarded by merchants. 
Wide-eyed Indonesians stand 
in front of the still-empty 10-sto- 
ry department store and wonder 
what will fill it and who will be 
able to afford the goods in it. 
Sukarno has envisioned mak­ 
ing 
Indonesia 
a prosperous 
country in his lifetime. But in­ 
stead of concentrating on devel­ 
oping and tapping Indonesia's 
enormous natural resources, he 
has embarked on repeated polit­

And United 
States production is so large 
that we now export cherries 
to Canada, Holland, Belgium and 
W'est 
Germany. 
Originally, 
cherries were brought to the 
U.S. from Europe. 
Most people think 
of tart 
cherries as pie filling fruit. 
However, 
the Romans used 
cherries for eating out of hand 
and in meat sauce. Other excel­ 
lent uses 
are as toppings for 
ice cream and cakes, in fruit 
salads, jelly or for sauces over 
pancakes and waffles. 
When buying cherries, select 
ones that look best. Top qual­ 
ity cherries should be plump 
_and fairly firm, have a bright. 
appearance and good color. You 
-c a n spot immature 
cherries 
quickly because they generally 
are small and have poor color. 
Also, 
avoid those with soft 
spots, one of the first signs of 
immaturity. 
All cherries are relatively 
poor keepers, so plan to use 
them soon after purchase.
